Paru were born from bronze, gold and allve: eggs 
ich had talien from heaven.

{ without comment in Jean Elises Recls’ famous 
ok “La. Vere.” 
\ variant of the egg legend is featured in the 
sous Tassili frescoes, which were found in the 
wt of the Sahara by e French Keutenant named 
wand. Shortly afterwards the place wae examined 
& Franch expedition led by Henri Lotte, who later 
te The Gearch for the Frescons of Tassili. in 
ition to pictures of animals and hunting scenes, 
frescoes. depict strange figures dressed in what 
m fhe epacesuite and spherical helmets.

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ing gear. Nor is there any association with the ben 
era who, as some acholars aesume, weed ostrich epg- 
shells for helmets. Lotte called the enigmatic figures 
Martians. 

Oescribing the ancient drawings on the cave walle 
the French explorer says thst one of them depicts 

"a man sppesting from an egg-shaped object cov- 
ared with concentric circles. The ebject resemblec 
an egg, or possibly a snail.” 

So the Peruvian legend and the Tassili irescoes | 
team to have much in common. But the parallel dows 
mot end there. Ai a later date, in yet another part of 
the world, the same subject wae tresled by ancient 
Greek aculptors, certain of wham portrayed Castor 
and Pollux of Dioscuria, as well ag Helen and Neme-

according to Greek mythology they arose tom 
celestial eggs. 

How did the odd idea of man's birth from on epg 
take shape? Perhaps by analogy with birds ov fish? 
But why falling from the sky? One Latin American 
legend says that egas dropped down from the aby 
on dandelions! The absence of any exigting inter- 
pretation of this art leaves tha door open for wha 
must agen a faniaslic assumption: that @ the begend 
of the calestial eggs, fiks any other myth or legend,

the sky, and imagined that the visitor was emarging 
from a celestial egg.

Ouring excavations at differant times in Japan 
archasologists found figurines {dogu) depicting a 
kind of human or anthropeid wm odd-iooking "space 
suite” and with helmets wholly covering their heads. 
Gn the helmets were visible marke of somathing like 
elit-type glasses, breath-filters, entennes, hearing 
wide and even nightsight devices. 

Reviewing the latest Soviel space achievements, 
the German magazine Freie Wali in issue No. 12, 
1966, printed 2 selection of rock drawings and phot- 
egraphs of dogu under the humorous title, "Visiting 
Cards?", declaring that such drawings and figurines 
might be construed as proof that the Earth was once 
visited by apace beings. 

Many similar rock pictures have been discovered 
throughout the world. There are pictures of epace- 
men on cave walls in the Val Comonique, the Swiss 
Alps, in Australia, close to Fergane and near the 
city of Navoi, in Soviet Cantal Asia. 

Puzries that msy have started with e apace visit 
are contained in iegends and myths. Legends of Au 
wtralia, the Near East, South and Central Americas 
and the Far Esst ali tell of the descent of gods from 
the sky. They offer food for thought.

Here is a.book about “flying saucers” which can 
be of immense interest to both the econverted” and 
to the “open-minded”, to the iay-person looking for 
more corroboration to back up his beliefs in the 
reality of visiting space-ships, and to the technically- 
minded man who may well be rather surprised st the 
wealth of detail of a highty technical nature included 
in this. work.

@m developing from each chapter to the next, as he 
takes ua from his brief but concise “background 
material” of orthodox aerodynamics, curves into 8 
high trajectory through the experimental X-15 end 
the family of rockets, and into the deep bive.

Chlorophyll, key compound of life on earth, exists 
abundantly in outer space. 

These findings have been reported to a gathering 
of experts on Astronomy and Biodynamice meeting 
at the University of Celiiomia at Berkeley by Or. 
Fred Johnson ef Electro-Optical Systems in Pasa- 
dona. 

Based on his findings, Br. Johnson told the Berke- 
lay colloquium the possibility that man is hot alone 
in the universe is excellent. : 

The physicist, astronomer and biochemist told the 
Berkeley sessions, which opened Friday, that atter 
13 years of research he hed been able to identify 
interstellar dust and had found it is composed larg- 
ely of the solid molecular substance chlorophyll and 
not ice or graphite as had been previously believed. 

"There ig no reason to believe that we on this 
planet ere unique", Or. Johnson told the Herald- 
Examiner. "There is very good evidence, on the 
other hand, that there may be similar forms of life 
throughout the universe”. 

Dr. Johnson reported thai although interstellar dust 
le wery small with each grain having ean average 
density of 10 to 26 grams per cubic centimeter, he 
speculates thet through condensalion thie dust even- 
tually forms meteorites which area densa enough to 
be attracted to « planet.

German Air Academy and was assigned as a member of the 
Luftwaffe on the Russian Front, Near the end of 1944, he 
was released from this duty and was assigned as a test 
pilot to a top secret project in the Black Forest of Austria, 
During this period he observed the circraft described above, 
It was sncucer shaped, about trenty-one fcet in diameter, 
radio controlled, and mounted several jet engines around the 
exterior portion of the craft. He further described the 
exterior portion as revolving around the dome in the center 
which remained stetionary. It was aime responsibility 
to photograph the object while in flight. He asserted he 
was able to retain a negative of a photograph he made at 7,000 
meteors (20,000 fect). A Xerox copy of the negative, as furnished 
by MRM, appears on the last page of this communication. 

- Also, ® still photograph he allegedly made “at the risk of my 
life", illustrating the object parked in a hanger, appears on 
the last page.

vehicles sent to observe activities on earth and the Air Force, 
which is charged with the responsibility of investigating UFOs, 
has deliberately withheld information and given misleading 
explanations because it fears a masz panic by the public if 
the public were told the truth, 


The book describes UFOs as polished metal objects, 
radiating heat and light (sufficient to have burned witnesses 
who were too near), and emitting some force field that inter- 
feres with electromagnetic instruments and power sources, 
Colors range from brilliant white to dull reds and brilliant 
orange. Some objects have carried blinking lights. There are 
three basic shapes: 1) zeppelin-shaped ships up to 300 feet 
long; 2) disk-shaped objects ranging from a few feet in dia~ 
meter to 100 feet, with many reported at ahout 30 feet diameter; 
and 3) egg-shaped objects, which according to the author are 
the ones most recently sighted. 


According to the book, the objects move silently and 
attain fantastic speeds, yet can hover motionless in mid-air; 
they have been reported to land and to take off with great _

Many of the persons named in the book who have re- 
ported them are reliable individuals, including law enforce~- 
ment officers, military personnel on official duty, military 
ptiots, commercial airline pliots, civilian defense officisais, 
ete. A number of photographs of the objects have been repro- 
duced in the book, some reportedly taken by reputable persons, 
Many reported sightings are from atomic and missile research 
areas. 


Wrechage of crashed saucers has been reportedly re-
